but of /aw; that the contraty idea is highly prejudicial, and 
too much fuftcred, by th¢ injunétions. of Judges and Magi. 
ftrates ; and, to make the matter perfedtly clear, “a thower of 
quotations, from Jaeub, Eden,’ Vadghan, Black{tone, Erfkine, 
and. others, equally well applied and underitood, I believe, are 
aid before us. ig 

a" I don’t know how this learned Addrels may Grike others; 
but, on thinking a'littley it foon farishied me of two things 
fir{t, that the author is, as he fays, no lavyer’; and, fecondly, 

that he is a Jurywan of very little experience. 

I have, for many years, ferved upon Juries. inthe different 
judicatories of this country 5 and, I confefs, Ehave underiteod 
the bufinefs of a Juryman to be very little cotinegted with law : 
If it is, the form of procefs, and privilege of Jurors, muft cer- 
tainly b miferably ill attended to; for, in al my practice as a 
Juryman, I have never yet heard the aid of Jarymen called in, 
by the Judges, -to afh{t in difcufling any’one ‘poi’ of law. My 
learned brother’s praétice has certainly been but. little, and -his 
attention and obfervation to the proceedings fbill, lefs, elfe. he 
might have obferved, that, “after a pannel hassbeen filted at the 
bar, and heard, the firit thing is, to confider the relevancy of 
the charge. This is the bufinefs of the Judges; this is the 
law, and in this branch the Jury have no concern. .Then let 
him next attend to the interlocutor of relevancy, which muft 
hitherto have efcaped him. The Court firft find the relevancy 
of the charge, ** and then remit the pannel, aith the libel as 
“ found relevant, to the knowledge of an afize.™ Tere the 
firft bufinefs of Jurymen commences; the prifoner is thrown 
into their hands ; and then, but nor till chen, by a facred’ oath 
they are required diligently to enquire of ‘the truth of the ac- 
cofation; and having done fo, with their hapds upon their 
hearts, and obeying the dictates of their own confciences, “ to 
*‘trath fay, and no truth conceal.” Ip,doing- which, they 
are bound to hold in view, not only the life, the liberty of a 
fellow-fubjeét, but the facred duty required from them by in- 

jured Society. ot 

Now, in the courfe of this’ inquiry, after a Jury is fworn 
and fet, I have never yet heard of the Court calling the aid of 
Jurors in difcufling any occurrence in point of law, either with 
refpect to the admifhbility of evidence, or otherwife. Thisfa-. 
tisfies me, that law is the proper province of the Judges ; and, 
indeed, common fenfe would naturally afk, .Whas elfe is. the 
bufinefs of Judges? "They are fet there to take case, that the 
principles of a valuable conftitution, matured ‘from radenefs to 
refinement through a feries of ages, and. put into their hands as 
its guardians, fhall not be infringed ; to take care that evidence 
fhall be conveyed to Jurors through chaffé “and ‘uncorrupted 
channels ; and, when guilt is eftablifhed through the medium 
of a verdiét, to apply the laws of the ftate, in redreffing the: 
wrongs done to Society, by inflicting proper punifhmeénts‘on 
thofe who have bid defiance to laws, and ‘teliiquithed ‘every 
tie of the focial contract. Thus the provinces of Judges and - 
of Jurors are well known and defined in this country, and form 
two difting& and component parts of the conftitution, Bur, if 
the ideas and principles of thie learned. Juryman are° well- 
founded, and ought to be adopted, I'cannot find out ‘what is 
the ufe of Judges at all ; why an interlocutor of relevaucy is 
pronounced before ever a furyman is {worn ; or why the Jod-- 
ges remain in Court to examine witnefles, or jutige. of the le- 
gality or illegality of evidence. n> otiw TINO PA ae 

The Adidrefs ‘proceeds to inform us, that Judges are not 
only mere aff-ffors, but that one of the-greseends’for which 
trials by Jury were devifed, was,’ to. prevent: the mifapplica- 
tisn of law by Pudges. This is truly a very modé(t way of 
difcanting on the fubject, and fhews our author’s gréat know- 
ledge in the origin of Juries. But the argument urged‘in fup- 
port is deferving of attention: They are, we are told, Judges 
of both law and fa&; becaufe they. have it in their poWer, even 
though the fact fhould be proved; to fay, the prifoner is‘ not 
guilty. » This is really a curious argument, to fhew that Jury- 


ther yet know, from all his praétice, that when a Jury find gué/- 
ty, or not guilty, they are finding a faét?: It has ao\ connection 
with law. The whole objeé of trial, in every cafe; is, to in- 
veftigate guilt or innocence; and, whateveromay-be the nature 
of the evidence, if it amounts to conviction ih the *thinds: of a 
Jory, it is their province to pronounce guilty, ‘orto? guilty ;
